A CANCER sufferer who 
can only walk short 
distances has described 
as “a total travesty” new 
rules which led to his 
benefits being cut. 

Derek Carpenter, 63, was 
diagnosed with prostate 
cancer in 2009. He rec- 
eived radiotherapy treat- 
ment followed by stomach 
implants to slowly release 
drugs to hold back the 
effects of the cancer, which 
doctors say is inoperable 
and incurable. 

Mr Carpenter, of Atterton 
Road, Haverhill, had been a 
driver with the NHS, but two 
previous medicals ruled that he 
was unfit to work and unlikely to 
be able to return to work in the 
future. 


Last week he was shocked to 
learn that a new medical intro-

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duced for benefit claimants had 
found him fit for work - and 
therefore no longer eligible for 
Employment Support Allowance. 

He appealed against the dec- 
ision, and his status has since 
been changed slightly, but he is 
still classed as fit to work. 

Chris Darlington, benefits and 
finance adviser for Haverhill 
Citizens Advice Bureau, said Mr 
Carpenter’s was one of 35 app- 
eals he was working on for 
people who had been refused the 
same benefit. 

He said: “The new medical is a 
lot stricter — and I believe it is too 
stringent. 

“I have found a lot of people 
with severe mental health issues 
— depression, post traumatic 
stress syndrome and physical 
illnesses — having their benefits 
stopped. 

“The manner of the assess- 
ments is not applying any com- 
mon sense to serious illnesses. 
Almost everyone claiming has 
been affected and we have been 
inundated with clients.” 

Mr Carpenter said: “It is much 
too harsh and it is not just me — 
there are a lot of people in the 
same position. 

“T was shocked at the decision 
— you really need to be ina 


vegetative state to qualify. If you 
can speak or move, you can 
work. They take no account of 
previous medicals and are saying 
their people — who only need six 
weeks of training — know better 
than my consultant. 

“Tloved my job, I didn’t want to 
leave, but it was circumstances 
out of my control. I had worked 
and paid into the system, and 
people in my condition expect 
the system to turn round and 
support them. I am 63 years of 
age — who is going to employ 
me?” 

His wife, Rosemary, said: 
“Derek can hardly walk, just short 
distances. He gets very depressed 
and all the stress of this is not 
helping him.” 

A spokesman for the Dep- 
artment of Works and Pensions 
said: “We have contacted Mr 
Carpenter to assure him that he 
will continue to receive the 
benefits he’s entitled to.” 

He said the new Work Cap- 
ability Assessment, which in- 
cluded evidence from health and 
disability groups, was seen as “a 
positive first step towards return- 
ing to work’, and those found fit 
for work would get the help and 
support they needed to get a job. 

He added: “Those found too 
sick or disabled to work will not 
be expected to, and will continue 
to receive the help and support 
they need.”

Tom Harrison, defending, 
said his client had been 
stopped twice before in the 
vehicle by police officers, but 
had not been told that he was 
breaking the law. 

He had now removed the 
light and siren from his veh- 
icle.

Parents’ fight to save 
school gets ‘free’ nod 
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PARENTS fighting to keep second- 
ary education in their village have 
won their battle to open a ‘free’ 
school. 

The Stour Vallley Education Trust last 
week became the first in England to be 
granted ‘free’ school status. 

Clare Middle School had been due to close 
in July as part of a shake-up of Suffolk’s 
education system. But Education Secretary 
Michael Gove has approved the trust’s plans 
for the Stour Valley Community School. 

The school, which will be state-funded but 
independently run. is set to provide 540 
places for 11-16-year-olds by 2015. 

Keith Haisman, chairman of the trust, said 
campaigners, who had been fighting the 
closure plans for four years, were delighted. 

The trust would now start the job of 
recruiting around 16 teachers for 
September's intake of 210 pupils in Years 7, 8 
and 9. 

He said: “Now we have the funding, we 
have to provide the school and find the 
pupils. 

“We have already got 200 to 300 people on 
our mailing list, who have expressed an

The trust has already appointed head 
teacher-designate, Christine Inchley, 
currently deputy head at Manningtree 
School. 

She said “This is fantastic news for the 
wider Clare community. The school will 
provide a new standard of education for 11- 
16 year-old students from both sides of the 
Suffolk/Essex border.” 

An open evening for interested parents 
with children in the existing middle school 
will be held at 7pm on Tuesday.

LIBRARIES are facing closure as 
part of a council’s cost-cutting 
measures. 

Libraries in Clare and Kedington 
are among 29 across Suffolk which 
are under threat. 

Suffolk County Council launched 
a consultation this week in the 
hope that community groups may 
come forward to run them. 

The proposals are part of the 
council's New Strategic Direction in 
which the county council will 
“divest” itself of some of its services. 

The libraries consultation will 
run until April 30. 


Cllr Judy Terry, the council’s 
cabinet lead for libraries con- 
sultation, said: “We have an excell- 
ent library service in Suffolk. 
Despite the cutbacks we are facing, 
I want it to stay that way. 

“For that to happen, we need to 
look for new ways of delivering the 
service. That's why it is so import- 
ant that Suffolk’s communities 
respond to this consultation and 
tell us how we can do things 
differently, and maximise the many 
benefits of Suffolk’s libraries while 
reducing the cost to the council of 
running the service. 


“The reality of the current 
financial climate means that we 
have no choice but to reduce 
funding to libraries by at least 30 
per cent over three years. 


“Should responses to the con- 
sultation prove disappointing, it is 
imperative that we make the 
necessary savings, meaning that 
we may have to close 29 libraries.”

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Firefighters get Call out in middle of MP's station vis 


AN MP saw firefighters swing into 
action as they received a call-out 
during his visit to their station. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, was touring Haverhill Fire 
Station in Ehringshausen Way 
when the crew on duty received a 
Call to an incident at a school in 
Sudbury. 

Mr Hancock was invited to visit 
the station, which re-opened last 
October following major 
refurbishment work to update and 
upgrade its facilities, by the 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service. 
He was shown round by senior 
fire officer Pat Dacey, given a 
briefing about current issues 
affecting the fire service and met 
firefighters and Fire Brigades 
Union representatives. 

Mr Hancock said: “The fire 
service put its duty to protecting 
the safety of the public before 
everything else. 

“Our firefighters do a brilliant 
job and one of the reasons | am 
keen to visit the fire service is to 
have a better understanding of 
their work. 

“My priority is the safety of the 
people of Haverhill.” 

Haverhill is one of a number of 
fires stations across Suffolk 
threatened with job losses, and 
four jobs of its 14 full-time jobs 
could go as part of proposed cuts 
of £1.57 million to the fire service 
budget. 

The town’s fire station is due to 
go over to five-day, full-time cover 
from the present seven-day cover. 
Weekends would be covered by 
on-call or retained firefighters. 


Car club man :

A CAR club registrar has 
been given a suspended 
prison sentence after he 
admitted pocketing mem- 
bers’ fees. 

Ben Waldron, 36, of Strawberry 
Fields, Haverhill, took more than 
£2,000 in admission fees at the Deux 
Chevaux Club (2CVGB) annual 
Registers’ Day event at Wood Green 
Animal Shelter, in Godmanchester. 


Huntingdon Crown Court heard 
he did not pay in the 2007 takings of 
£2,170 until a year later, and failed 
to bank £2,506 from the 2008 event. 


He initially claimed he had paid

Katie Dacey, 21, of 
Squires Court, Haverhill, 
had denied charges of 
causing actual bodily 
harm and assaulting a 
police officer but was 
convicted by a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 


The court heard the 
incident happened in 
Haverhill’s Bell pub, just 
after midnight on January 
23 last year. 

Joanne Eady was hit on 
the head with a bottle 
when she intervened in an 
argument between her 
boyfriend and another 
man. 

A member of the pub's 
door staff said they saw 


Dacey strike the blow, the 
court heard, which left Ms 
Eady with a cut and a 
lump on her head. 

After police arrived, 
both women were spoken 
to outside the pub before 
Dacey was arrested and 
cautioned, making no 
reply, the court heard. 

As she was being led to 
a police van, Dacey began 
to resist violently and 


punched Pc Elizabeth 
Mangall in the mouth. 

Dacey told the court she 
was “hopelessly drunk” at 
the time and had told 
police that she could 
remember little or nothing 
about what had happ- 
ened, but denied being 
responsible for the assault. 

She was released on bail 
and is due to be sentenced 
today.

A MAN is due to be sen- 
tenced next month for ra- 
cially aggravated violence 
outside a pub. 

Louis Woods, 23, was 
arrested after a fight with 
Polish men outside the Bell 
pub in Haverhill, on Sep- 
tember 26.

Prosecutor Wayne Ablett 
said it was a “large-scale” 
fight involving a number of 
men. 

The court heard that 
Woods had earlier been a 
victim of an assault. 

Lyndon’ Davies, in 
mitigation, said Woods had 
got involved when he had 
initially tried to calm the 
situation and was himself 
racially abused and attack- 
ed. 

“Clearly there was severe 
provocation in this case,” he 
said.

Bus hobbyist 
is ordered to 
pay £11,000 


A BUS spotter has been ordered to 
pay nearly £11,000 after running up a 
bill with the DVLA by using his 
employers’ computers. 

Steven Curl, 45, was sacked from 
his job with AXA Insurance and pro- 
secuted for fraud by abuse of trust 
after he used the company’s com- 
puters to check on the ownership of 
buses. 

Curl, of Pearmain Walk, Haverhill, 
was given a five-month jail sentence 
suspended for 12 months in Nov- 
ember after he admitted the charge. 

He appeared back at Ipswich 
Crown Court last week for a hearing 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

The court heard that between 
December 2007 and October 2009 he 
contacted the DVLA 3,000 times at a 
cost of £3.75 for each inquiry. 

He ran up a bill of £10,983 which 
Mr Recorder Simon Spence ordered 
him to pay in full by July 11. If he fails 
to meet the deadline for payment he 
will face a jail sentence of seven 
months. 

He was also ordered to pay an 
additional £1,200 towards the cost of 
the prosecution by the same dead- 
line. 

In addition, to the suspended jail 
sentence imposed in November, he 
was also ordered to do 200 hours of 
unpaid community work. 

The court heard that he was caught 
in October 2009 when a routine 
check resulted in an internal invest- 
igation.

Councils unite 


ORANGE has been chosen 
as the “corporate” colour 
for dustcarts and other 
vehicles used by two coun- 
cils. 


The new paint scheme will be 
introduced as new vehicles are 
bought by Forest Heath District 
Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which have 
joined forces in a partnership to 
operate their bin collection and 
street cleaning services. 


The councils currently have 
different coloured vehicles. 
Forest Heath’s fleet is painted 
green and purple, while St 
Edmundbury’s vehicles are blue. 

The councils have opted for 
orange with a white cab for all 
new vehicles, but existing

Grants cash to 
ease flood risk 


MILLIONS of pounds to help 
tackle flooding is being distrib- 
uted to the region’s councils. 

Authorities in Cambridgeshire, 
Essex, Hertfordshire and Suffolk 
will get a £1.4 million share of £21 
million in grants to manage flood 
risk, said Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman. 

The funds will cover the cost to 
councils of carrying out new res- 
ponsibilities under the Flood and 
Water Management Act 2010, 
such as flood mapping and 
producing risk management 
plans. 

Funding for 2011/12 will total 
£21 million, rising to £36 million 
for 2012/13 and subsequent years 
of this spending review period. 

Ms Spelman said: “This will go 
a long way to help local flood 
authorities identify and deal with 
the risk of flooding. 

“Each local authority can 
decide where the money will be of 
most use — it could be used to 
come up with plans for dealing 
with surface water flooding, or 
working with the public on how 
best to deal with flooding.”

Speed limit to drop on A1307

SPEED limits are set to be cut 
on the A1307. 


Highways chiefs this week gave 
their backing to calls to introduce a 
50mph limit from the Gog Magog 
roundabout to the entrance to 
Wandlebury Country Park, and on a 
stretch near Babraham. 


A 40mph limit has been recomm- 
ended to be introduced on the A1301 
between Great Shelford and Saw- 
ston, and the rest of the route down 
to the M11 junction is expected to 
become a 50mph zone. 


But the changes will need to be 
approved by Cambridge County 
Council’s cabinet. 


Parents have also received a huge 
boost in their battle to slash speed at 
a school crossing through Barton. 


A 30mph limit will be imposed 
through Barton, plus a 50mph max- 
imum at the southern entrance to 
the community and a 40mph rule on 
the north exit, where children from 


Slow aaa the speed limit on section of the A1307 near Cambridge is set to drop from 
60mph to 50mph. 


Grantchester cross to get to school. 
Concerned families had submitted 
three petitions about the A603 and 
Monday’s decisions went far beyond 
what officers had recommended. 


Cllr Fiona Whelan, who represents 
Barton and Grantchester on the 
county council, said there was a 
“groundswell of support” for cutting 
speed. 


She told a meeting of the South 
Cambridgeshire traffic management 
area joint committee: “It’s very 
dangerous. 

“We are encouraging children to 
walk or cycle to school but we are 
making it nigh-on impossible for 
children from Grantchester and that 
end of Barton to cross the road in a 
safe manner.” 

Cllr Tumi Hawkins, who represents 
Caldecote on South Cambs District 
Council, said: “The villagers know 
what they want — they’re asking us to 
help them keep safe and I think we 
should listen to them.” 

Members also supported intro- 
ducing a 50mph limit between Croy- 
don and Wimpole on the B1042 and 
A603, and between the M11 round- 
about and the entrance to Cam- 
bridge on the A603. 

The same reduction is set to be 
made on the A1198 between the 
A428 and the northern Caxton 
bypass roundabout, in the Long- 
stowe area, between Arrington and 
the A603 roundabout, near the 
Whaddon junction, and from Tudor 
Court to the A505. 


Views sought 
on masterplan 


DEVELOPERS aiming to create a pres- 
tigious research park in Haverhill are set 
to unveil their masterplan. 

The draft masterplan proposals for the 
Haverhill Research Park will be revealed 
by Carisbrooke Investments at a comm- 
unity consultation event to be held on 
Thursday, January 27. 

In line with council requirements, the 
proposal for the Hanchett End site, 
identified by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council for employment uses, seeks to 
deliver an impressive “gateway” develop- 
ment to the town. 

Plans for the site, which is located 
adjacent to the Spirit of Enterprise 
roundabout, comprise a “high-quality 
business and research park set within an 
attractive, well-landscaped environment, 
incorporating landmark buildings”. 

It is also proposed that around a third 
of the site should comprise a compatible 
mix of higher value commercial and 
residential uses. 

The exhibition will take place at the 
Days Inn Hotel, Phoenix Road, between 
2-8pm.

Praise for drivers after 
county road toll

FEWER people were killed or 
seriously injured on a county’s 
roads last year. 

Provisional figures for Suffolk 
indicate that the total number of 
serious road casualties was slightly 
more than 300. 

A reduction of between 16 and 18 per 
cent on the 2009 total of 367 is expected 
when all the figures have been verified. 

It will be the first time since 2007 that 
the county has reported an annual 
reduction in the figures. 

The number of deaths on the 
county’s road last year was halved to 20 
— the lowest figure in recent years. 

In 2009, 42 people died as a result of 
37 crashes. The average for the past five 
years is 35 deaths. 

The figures also show that the 
number of children killed or seriously 
injured in 2010 was the lowest in 10 
years. 

Chief Insp Andy Dawson, of the 
county’s road policing unit, said: “It is 
pleasing to see that these figures have 
dropped so significantly. 

“We have been working with our 
partners and reiterating our safe driving 
messages, which seem to have been 
taken on board by Suffolk’s motorists. 

“It is also likely that the severe 
weather at the beginning and end of the 
year actually helped bring the figures 
down. 

“Although we get lots of collisions 
when there is snow and ice about, they 
are often at low speeds and not serious. 

“Therefore, while we would like to 
take this opportunity to praise the 
drivers on our roads for helping to keep 
them safe, we want to remind everyone 
not to become complacent. 

“The fact remains that 20 people lost 
their lives on our roads last year — and 
this figure will never be low enough 
until it is at zero.”

OSCAR-WINNING writer- 
director Michel Gondry always 
refused to compromise his 
creativity on the big screen. 

He conjured some memorable 
and offbeat romantic comedies 
of recent times (Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless 
Mind, The Science Of Sleep) 
but, alas, has finally sold out 
into the competitive arena of 
blockbusters. 

The Green Hornet resurrects 
the eponymous masked 
avenger and puts him at the 
centre of an illogical plot and a 
blitzkrieg of headache- 
inducing action sequences that 
strain the eyes in 3D. 

A puerile script leaves no room 
for sparks of originality. 

Indeed, if Gondry’s name 
wasn't clearly emblazoned on 
the credits, you’d question if he 
was really behind this clatter of 
disparate elements. 

Media magnate James Reid 
(Tom Wilkinson) dies from an 


allergic reaction to a bee sting, 
leaving his empire to his 
wastrel son, Britt (Seth Rogen), 
a mainstay of the city’s 
hedonistic party scene. 


The son forges an unlikely 
friendship with his father’s 
driver, Kato (Jay Chou), and 
together they fight crime. 


In his guise as The Green 
Hornet, Britt strikes fear into the 
heart of the underworld 
controlled by Benjamin 
Chudnofsky (Christoph Waltz), 
aided by Kato and his 


seemingly indestructible car, 
The Black Beauty. 


The Green Hornet lacks 
cohesion, clumsily teeing up 
set pieces which include a 
ridiculous chase around the 
newspaper Offices. 


Kato’s own version of bullet- 
time fighting, flooring his 
adversaries in slow motion, is 
visually appealing but turns 
out to be the film’s only 
directorial flourish but 
Gondry’s film can’t buzz off 
quick enough.

hat would life be 
\ N / without the 
humble spud? Can 


you imagine bangers 
without mash, fish without 
chips, Sunday roast without 
the obligatory roast 
potatoes? 

Of the many vegetables you can 
grow, potatoes are among the 
easiest, yet the most rewarding. 
Those dug up and cooked 
immediately taste so completely 
different from the shop-bought 
varieties, which to me look like 
they've often been stuck in plastic 
bags too long. 

As National Potato Day 
approaches, Philip Turvil, project 
manager of Garden Organic’s 
Master Gardener programme, a 
volunteer network which supports 
people and communities growing 
fruit and veg, says there’s no better 
time to start ‘chitting’ potatoes and 
to find out about the wealth of 
varieties on offer. 

Start buying your seed potatoes 
now for chitting on trays or in egg 
cartons on a well-lit windowsill, 
but out of direct sunlight. When 
the dark green shoots appear on 
the tubers in four to six weeks, 
plant them in well-prepared 
ground, enhanced with compost or 
well-rotted manure and within a 
few months you'll have crops of 
delicious spuds to last you 
throughout summer and well into

autumn. 

There are some basic rules to 
follow to give you the best chance 
of success, he advises. 

“Don’t let the shoots on the 
seed potatoes become too long 
before you plant them out,” he 
says. 

“Tf they get too long, say four 
inches, they start to become leggy 
and may break off when you plant 
them in the ground. This will slow 
the crop down as the tuber has 
already expended so much energy 
producing the shoots.” 

Prepare your soil in winter, 
before planting your potatoes, he 
advises. 

“They are really hungry plants, 
so add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the soil in January 
onwards and up to early spring, 
but don't overdo it. One 
wheelbarrow of compost for every 
10 square metres is plenty,” he 
says. 

It is possible to add too much 
compost, he warns, which will 


—

encourage lots of dark green 
foliage at the expense of the tubers 
underneath. Dig organic matter 
into the top 30cm of soil where 
you haven’t grown potatoes for 
three or four years and plant the 
tubers four to six inches deep, 
keeping them well watered but not 
waterlogged. 

Early varieties, otherwise 
known as new potatoes, planted 
out from March to May, can be 
planted 30cm apart in rows 40- 
50cm apart and you should be 
harvesting them in June and July. 
Maincrop varieties need more 
space, can remain in the soil for 
longer and can be harvested in 
September and October and 
stored.

Of course, like all vegetables, 
potatoes have their enemies — 
slugs work their way under the soil 
and chomp though people’s 
harvests. The secret to deterring 
them is not to just adopt one 
method, says Turvil. 

“Use more than one technique. 
Maincrops are particularly 
vulnerable in September, so don’t 
overwater them, which will 
encourage slugs. Wash a 
nematode drip, available from 
mail order companies and at 
garden centres, down into the 
crop. If you have to use slug 
pellets, choose organic ones, 
scattered on the surface.” 

Potato blight is another 
problem, so if you see signs of it — 


brownish-black patches on the 
leaves, which eventually wither 
and die — chop off infected leaves 
down to ground level. 

Leave the affected tubers in the 
ground for a couple of weeks so 
that spores on the surface aren't 
disturbed, which could infect the 
rest of the crop. 

“Tf you have potatoes which 
have been left in the ground from 
last season and then sprouted, or 
have been put on the compost 
heap, remove them because they 
can carry blight,” Turvil advises. 

“Also, choose good quality seed 
potatoes from a reliable source 
such as a good garden centre or by 
attending a Potato Day event, and 
check out the more blight-resistant 
varieties such as Cara, Valor and 
new Sarpo varieties." 

Several websites, including 
www.lovepotatoes.co.uk and the 
British Potato Council, 
www potato.org.uk, list new more 
blight-resistant types on their 
databases. 

To maximise your chances of a 
good crop, spread a mulch of 
organic matter on the soil surface 
a few weeks after planting. If the 
emerging leaves have been 
damaged by frost, leave them on 
the plants, as they will protect the 
foliage underneath, he 
recommends. 

When earthing up (dragging the 
earth up around the plants while 
they are growing), which you 
should do two or three times a 


season, don’t cover the plants 
completely, he says. 

“Tf you do that, you are 
effectively turning out a light, 
which they need to grow. Leave 
about two inches of the plant 
poking out of the soil." 

While they are growing, it’s 
better to water them thoroughly 
once a week than to water them 
lightly every day, as really 
drenching them will encourage 
moisture right down to the roots. 
However, don’t allow them to 
become waterlogged or you can 
rot the tubers. 

Early potatoes will be ready to 
harvest when the foliage dies 
down or when the flowers open in 
June and July, or earlier (the 
earlier you dig them up, the less 
chance there is of blight). 

Maincrops are harvested later in 
the year and can be left on the 
surface to dry off a little before 
being put into storage. Turvil’s 
maincrop favourite is Golden 
Wonder. 

“The return from a single seed 
potato is so great. You plant them 
in March and within three or four 
months you have loads. Growing 
potatoes is something the whole 
family can enjoy with relatively 
little effort. It’s incredibly 
satisfying.”

Late winner caps comeback to take Rovers third — but they won't be going up this year

JACK Higgs struck a dramatic late winner 
as Haverhill Rovers capped a stunning 
comeback on Tuesday to snatch all three 
points and move up to third in the table. 

After Saturday’s 2-0 defeat by FC 
Clacton, things again looked bleak for 
Rovers when they conceded in the 31st 
minute. 

United added a second early in the 
second half, but Stuart Wardley gave the 
hosts hope when he slotted home a 
penalty in the 71st minute after Liam 
Paton had been brought down by former 
Haverhill keeper Arron Benstead. 

Marcus Hunt levelled the scores in the 
77th minute and the comeback was 
completed five minutes from time when 
Jack Higgs struck from 25 yards. 

It was the response boss Peter Betts 
would have wanted after the lacklustre 


display at Clacton on Saturday, when 
Rovers rather tamely surrendered their 
seven-game unbeaten league run. 

Betts claimed they were complacent 
when, despite having the best of the 
opening exchanges during which Higgs hit 
the post and Dalton O’Brien fired just 
wide, they let their grip slip. 

A long-range shot was deflected past 
keeper Matt Morrison in the 35th minute 
and the stopper was deemed at fault for 
the second a minute after half time. 

The surprise defeat was the second blow 
of the week for Rovers, who remain fourth 
in the table.

The club applied for promotion at the 
end of last year when it became clear they 
could be challenging for the top places.

“It’s disappointing, but we’ll know for 
next year what we need to do,” said Betts. 

“We asked for a week's extension before 
the deadline, so we could get the accounts 
up to date but it was refused. 

“To even be in that position by 
Christmas was great, and if you'd offered 
me that at the start of the season I would 
have bitten your arm off. 

“But it’s important to stay focused. We’ve 
got some hard games coming up, but if we 
can win the next three or four we'll really 
put pressure on the teams above us.” 

Rovers will have to wait before their next 
league game — they are not due to play 
again until January 29 when they travel 
to CRC.
